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FORWARD 


The leader of this Movement has just 
concluded one of the most amazing 
series of addresses it has ever been his 
pleasure to make, and the city of Los 
Angeles, California, certainly knows 
now that “Psychiana” exists and it 
knows furthermore that the founder of 
this Movement knows what he is talk- 
ing about and what he is doing. 

On the opening Sunday night, the 
huge Trinity Auditorium was packed 
to the doors which had to be locked one 
hour before the speaking began. Dr. 
Robinson’s five appearances were met 
with the same response, the house be- 
ing filled to capacity every night and 
the doors having to be locked long be- 
fore eight o’clock at which time Dr. 
Robinson was scheduled to speak. 

Los Angeles is the home of every sect, 
cult and philosophy and many remark- 
able campaigns have been held there, 
but we know of none where the enthu- 
siasm was anywhere near as great as it 
was last month in Trinity Auditorium. 
Dr. Robinson seemed to hold his audi- 
ence spellbound from beginning to end 
and inside of five minutes from the time 
he began to speak, he had their entire 
sympathy which he held all the way 
through the campaign. 

On the opening Sunday night, the 
police were called to handle the crowd 
milling outside the doors, while inside 
the Auditorium, the applause was tre- 
mendous and continued. Practically 
every statement the Doctor made was 
greeted with an amazing volume of ap- 
plause, and 95 per cent of the entire 
audience was with him in everything he 
said. 

The orthodox religious structure in 
Los. Angeles received a very severe jolt 
and the public got something which set 
them to thinking and will keep them 
thinking for a long time to come. In his 
usual fearless and dynamic manner, Dr. 
Robinson tore the mask of superstition 
from religion and he didn’t use any 
gloves in handling the subject either. 

The following Sunday, perhaps half 


the preachers: in Los Angeles were 
preaching some such subjects as “ ‘Psy- 
chiana’ or Christianity.” A large Meth- 
odist church took its subject, “Is all the 
world crazy and Dr. Robinson sane, or 
is Dr. Robinson crazy and the rest of 
the world sane?” On the air, too, the 
same consternation reigned among 
many of these Bible-pounding pastors, 
who for the first time in their experience 
had a challenge flung at them which 
they were unable to upset. Never has 
the truth been handled as fearlessly or 
as capably as Dr. Robinson handled it 
in Los Angeles. 

On the night of President Roosevelt's 
birthday, an offering was taken up ant 
a telegram of congratulations and over 
$200 was sent directly to the President 
from the audience of the Trinity Audi- 
torium. 

It became necessary for Dr. Robinson 
to move from one hotel to another to 
escape the insistent ringing of the tele- 
phone and the crowds of students N 
insisted upon seeing him personally. A 
lecture course of this type, however. 
demands a lot of strength and a lot 0 
mental effort and it is not possible fol 
Dr. Robinson to meet the thousands of 
people who want to meet him while 175 
ducting a campaign of this size. We feel 
that an apology is due here to many 
students in California and we are happ) 
to make it. Before the lectures, post 
cards were sent to all of our students m- 
viting them to be in the auditorium at 
seven o’clock, at which time Dr. Robin- 
son intended to speak a few words per- 
sonally to them. However, at seven 
o'clock the auditorium was packed te 
the doors and there was no possible 
chance of meeting any students that 
night, let alone talk to them before the 
meeting. The same thing happened on 
the following night, but on Tuesday 
night the Doctor was able to shake hands 
with many hundreds of them. I trust 
that all my students will understand 
why I could not speak to them alone at 
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seven o’clock as I informed them by post 
card that I would do. 

Before too long, a headquarters will 
be established in Los Angeles, and we 
hope to erect a large tabernacle there, 
and if we do that, the success of this 
Movement will be assured throughout 
the Northwest. I would like to have a 
building which would hold about two 
thousand people in Los Angeles, and I 
would like to have similar buildings in 
every large city in the United States 
for people are hungry for the real truths 
of God, and while a few people tried to 
inetrrupt the services, it didn’t take 
those in the audience long to convince 
those few disturbers that their presence 
was not desired in that auditorium. 

The amazing response to Dr. Robin- 
son's teaching has convinced him be- 
yond a shadow of a doubt that he has 
come into a religious picture at the psy- 
chological moment and there isn't any 
question in his mind but what “Psychi- 
ana” is destined to become and is fast 
becoming one of the most powerful re- 
ligious movements this world has ever 
seen. This, of course, will mean the upset 
of orthodox theology and that will be a 
good thing, because when you rid it of 
pagan superstition and old time-worn 
traditions, you find lying underneath 
the pure, simple Truths of God as this 
great Spirit exists. People today are be- 
ginning to think and as they think along 
religious lines, they are using their rea- 
son. Heretofore, it has been the custom 
of the church to advance its story and 
tell people if they didn’t believe it, they 
were eternally damned. People have ac- 
cepted this theory, but they are accept- 
Ing it no more. They are turning to the 
church and asking it for absolute proof 
of the truth of its story and, of course, 
the church can not produce any evidence 
whatever that the story is other than 
pagan myth and superstition. 

It is Dr. Robinson’s intention to back 
the church right up into a corner and 
make it admit that no evidence ever has 
existed and by that we mean no true evi- 
dence and no historical evidence of the 
truth of the story. Quite to the contrary, 
we find much evidence disproving the 
story. We had better get at the facts for 
We shall never go wrong in dealing with 
facts or with truth. It doesn’t make any 
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difference if every religious system in 
the world has to be upset. If the facts 
are opposed to the doctrine of any re- 
ligious structure, then we are better 
off without that religious structure, no 
matter what it may be. This is Dr. Rob- 
inson’s work. It is his life’s mission to 
show men and women that the story re- 
leased by the church and upon which the 
entire nation is asked to stake its hope 
of salvation here and hereafter is not a 
true story, but is an old pagan myth. 
This is not atheism by any manner of 
means because we are dealing with the 
truths of God as they exist and are en- 
tirely opposed to the things taught 
about God by the church organizations. 
No one with any brains at all would 
deny the existence of the great Creative 
Intelligence behind this Universe, but 
neither would anyone with any brains 
consider for one moment the foolish 
theory that God split himself into three 
parts and cause one-third of himself to 
be crucified to appease the wrath of the 
other two-thirds of himself, and by so 
doing ordain that only a small handful 
of people shall be saved and the rest of 
the world lost. To think that Americans 
can swallow such a yarn as that is away 
beyond my comprehension, yet we have 
3ible-pounding preachers who have no 
organization of any kind, yet they get 
up on the radio station preaching no 
philosophy of any kind and bum the 
people for a few dollars for the Lord. 
I do not think the Lord gets much of this 
money and in my opinion, I think that 
much of this radio preaching is nothing 
more nor less than radio racketeering. 
There are people who object to what 
I say over the radio, but for every letter 
of complaint which has come in to KNX 
in Hollywood, there have probably been 
a hundred letters that the programs be 
continued and expressing extreme satis- 
faction with them. What the church 
would like to do is keep Dr. Robinson 
off the air and stay on the air it- 
self. They lose sight of the fact that 
every American citizen has the Consti- 
tutional right and is guaranteed perfect 
religious freedom, so that if one man is 
kept off the air, all of these preachers 
should be kept off too. The church, of 
course, can not see that. It has no use 
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for religious tolerance of any kind and 
never has had any use for it. 

If you look through Fox's Book of 
Martyrs, you will see steel plates of the 
most horrible and brutal tortures in- 
flicted upon those who would not be- 
lieve religious fairy tales, and that was 
not so many years ago either. It is only 
about four hundred years ago since the 
founder of the Presbyterian church 
caused the brutal murder of Michael 
Servitus for denying the trinitarian 
doctrine. Of course, they built a monu- 
ment to him later, but that did not 
bring back the departed spirit of that 
murdered man by any means. Yet the 
Presbyterians will try to palm off the 
foolish philosophy and expect American 
people to fall for it. 

In one of his lectures in Los Angeles, 
Dr. Robinson gave the names and his- 
torical references governing the world's 
sixteen crucified saviors before the 
time of Christ, and had he wanted to, 
he could have given the names of sixteen 
more. Now the church has never an- 
swered this challenge. It just simply 
states that there was only one crucified 
savior and that was Jesus Christ and 
ignores all the rest of them, and of 
course, denies their existence although 
it is impossible to deny Chrishna for 
instance, because more millions of peo- 
ple to this day believe on that crucified 
savior than ever did or ever will believe 
in Jesus Christ. The argument of the 
church that its crucified God is the only 
real one does not hold water, because 
all the rest of the religious organizations 
claim the same thing. That claim of 
priority of date certainly entitles their 
claim to far more consideration than 
the claims of these later denominations 
whose picture is but an absolute copy 
of the story held by these other pagan 
religions long before Christ was ever 
heard of. 

Many prominent preachers were seen 
in those audiences taking down notes, 
and we predict that many articles will 
be written on that series of meetings. 
However, the fact remains that the 
church is utterly unable to prove by his- 
torical data or any other sort of true 
evidence that its story is anything but 
fable or fiction. I have gone over this 
story so many times and submitted to 
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my students so much evidence that 
there isn't a student among my hundreds 
of thousands of followers to believe for 
one minute that foolish story. The day 
is here in which the church will positive- 
ly have to change its story or it will 
have to shut up shop, for every year sees 
more and more people drifting away 
from them and religious leaders see 
the handwriting on the wall. They do 
not know just exactly what to do be- 
cause if they deny every fundamental 
they now teach, it makes hypocrites 
out of them. However, 50 per cent, 1i 
not more, of all preachers today abso- 
lutely deny the doctrine of the virgin 
birth, the immaculate conception, and 
all the rest of this tommyrot. Some ol 
them can hold their jobs by doing It 
while some of the others who can not 
hold their jobs by preaching those doc- 
trines just simply preach something 
else, leaving these vital facts alone. 
On the Sunday morning before the 
first address in Los Angeles, Dr. Robin- 
son attended services in a Methodist 
Episcopal church on Wilshire Boule- 
vard. It is a beautiful building, but 
there were less than one hundred people 
gathered in it that Sunday morning. 
Although Dr. Robinson tried very hard 
to catch one little Spiritual glimmer in 
the message brought by the preacher, 
he utterly failed to do so. The sermon 
was a sort of semi-philosophical dis- 
course and was & thousand miles from 
teaching any fundamental truth of God, 
and as far as being any Spiritual bene- 
fit to anyone, the sermon might just as 
well not have been preached. In other 
words, that preacher was filling one- 
half hour's time by talking, and he was 
doing that to hold his job. He had no 
message, and by that I mean any real 
Spiritual message. He would have had 
to get an auditorium the size of the 
Trinity Auditorium and thousands of 
people would have been turned away 
if he had been preaching truth. 
People look askance at Dr. Robinson 
and this Movement and they can't figure 
it out. They can't quite understand the 
remarkable success and the following 
of this man's ministry. The answer is 
simple. This man Robinson just simply 
has a Spiritual message for the people 
and when the people hear him, they 
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has a message, and fur- 
know that the message 
is true. If they go into some church or 
p tien which they very seldom do, they 
hear a lot of poppycock of God coming 
down to earth in the form of a man and 
being crucified for the sins of the world. 
It seems that people today are not in- 
terested in that sort of stuff. They do 
not want anything to do with a man of 
that kind who drew up the salvation of 
the human soul. The story is not true 
and their reason leads them to believe 
it is not true. Until recent years, no 
one has been daring enough or forceful 
enough to come into the picture and 
challenge the entire religious structure 
of this country as it exists today. With 
the advent of “Psychiana,” however, 
aman and a message came into the pic- 
ture. The man is absolutely fearless and 
is filled and thrilled with the dynamic 
power of the Spirit of God. Further- 
more, this man has a message for the 
American people and the message being 
true, American people accept it and in 
accepting that message, they find the 
soul satisfaction that they have looked 
for in the church in years gone by and 
Which soul satisfaction, of course, they 
did not find for the simple reason that 
the God the church is preaching has 
nothing whatsoever to do with the God 
of this Universe as this great Spirit 
exists. 

The God of the Christian church 
originated in the far East where the 
rest of the crucified Gods originated and 
as far as manifesting any power on this 
earth goes, then, of course, this Chris- 
tian God can not do it for the simple 
reason that he never existed. If there 
are manifestations of God being felt on 
this earth today and there certainly are 
such manifestations, then these manifes- 
tations are not coming through any re- 
ligious organization of any kind. The 
churches are half empty, they aot a 
terrible time to pay the salary of their 
preachers and the Bible schools are 
decreasing in number. Church attend- 
ance is diminishing while other organ- 
izations having a very different picture 
of God are becoming eminently success- 
ful and are sending their message of 
Salvation all over the world. Of course, 
as far as the Christian church goes, Dr. 
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has more than once been 
anti-christ, and as far as 
Christ being God is concerned, I ac- 
cept the title. No one who knows the 
writings or the works of the founder of 
this Movement can truthfully make the 
statement that he has ever denied the 
existence of God. All that is beautiful, 
all that is pure, all ‘that is holy is but a 
manifestation of the great Spirit of 
God, but brutal murder and immaculate 
conception and bloody crucifixions and 
all that sort of stuff never originated 
in the Realm of God. It originated in 
heathen and pagan superstition, born in 
an age when the human mind was in its 
dim shroud of darkness and when under 
the morbid, sordid doctrine of priest 
and preacher, human beings were for- 
bidden to think for themselves. 

What every priest and preacher in 
the United States should be made to 
do today is this: They should be made 
to submit true evidence, incontrovert- 
ible evidence, historical evidence, that 
their story is true. They should be made 
to prove beyond any shadow of a doubt 
that this yarn they come to us with is 
really true. This world has never asked 
the church to prove its plan of salva- 
tion. It has never asked priest and 
preacher to show it the way to God. 
These organizations have sprung up 
and without any solicitation whatever 
from the world, they have come to the 
world and said, “This is the story you 
must believe or you will be damned.”’ 
The church has utterly failed to pro- 
duce any evidence of any kind that its 
story is even true, let alone of God. 
we trace the story back to its origin, 
we find that it originated long, long be- 
fore the savior of the Christian church 
was ever heard of. How then can it be 
true? 

Furthermore, the story were true 
and if the church is dealing with actual 
Spiritual power coming from the great 
God of this Universe, it certainly would 
not be as hopeless and as helpless as it 
is today. There isn’t a preacher in the 
city of Los Angeles that can advertise 
five sermons as Dr. Robinson did and 
turn away the thousands of people 
which he turned away. Not even Aimee 


Robinson

could do that and that is simply because 
this 


man from Moscow is bringing a 
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new revelation of God to the human 
race and the human race wants that 
revelation. How then can the church 
ever hope to stop the work of the king- 
dom of God from being carried on when 
all the power of this great existing 
God is behind the man who in turn is 
behind this Movement? This world 
wants no God who can not manifest 
this Power here and now. Such a God 
as that would be entirely out of place 
in a Universe denying for one little bit 
of manifestation of Spiritual Power. 
Yet we have a church house stuck on 
every other corner closed up all through 
the week and opened up for an hour or 
two every Sunday. Yet, that outfit 
palms itself off as operating in the 
name of God and it gets its property 
tax free, when as a matter of fact, it 
should either have to prove its story or 
be denied the right to operate.

atheistical and in vain it tries to pass 
legislation prohibiting every other re- 
ligious work from operating except it- 
self. The pulse of the American people 
can be felt very plainly and millions of 
thinking, level-headed and sane patriotic 
American citizens are utterly and vio- 
lently opposed to this picture of God be- 
ing preached by the so-called church of 
Jesus Christ today. It is perfectly logi- 
cal to understand why the world doesn't 
want it. We see it all around us; we 
mingle daily with those who profess to 
be followers of the life of Jesus Christ 
and we fail to see anything in their ac- 
tions or lives which lead us to believe 
that they are in tune with the Infinite 
to a degree to which we are not. We 
listen to what they say. We hear them 
get up in testimony meetings once in a 
while and tell us that they are saved 
from sin, but the evidence is all to the 
contrary. 

_A college professor from the Univer- 
sity of Washington wrote Dr. Robinson 
a letter while he was lecturing in the 
Trinity Auditorium. This man took issue 
with the Doctor and stated that he knew 
that he was saved from all sin. Dr. 
Robinson read this letter from the plat- 
form and his reply went something like 
thing like this: 


“Dear Mr. So-and-So: 

“Thank you very much for your 
good letter. I know how violently 
you disagree with what I have to 
say. I also note that you are saved 
From all sin and if you are, you are 
the only sinless individual I ever 
heard of and I think you should 
place yourself on exhibition.” 


Then we had another experience down 
there from a good benighted sister who 
Screamed from the top gallery, “You 
be careful, young fellow, the Lord will 
strike you dead one of these days.” We 
Informed this good noly ghost sister 
that the auditorium was for rent at 
$100 a night and after we got through, 
she could rent it if she wished, and if 
she had any message for the American 
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people, she would be able to pack the 
auditorium and turn them away as we 
were doing. Then this good sister wrote 
a letter which we proceeded to read that 
night. Of course, the house just roared 
and roared and it was the funniest 
thing I have seen in a long time. Here 
was this good sister, a meek follower 
of the Lord and Bible without the Power 
of God. I called attention to the fact of 
how the Power of God was working in 
this individual life. I read from her 
letter which stated something like this: 


“Dear Sir: 

“You were born in hell and all 
your followers with you. You are 
the spawn of the devil and God will 
strike you dead for blaspheming the 
name of Jesus Christ. I know that 
Jesus saves from sin and I know 
that he baptises us with the Holy 
Ghost for Iam baptised right now.” 


This letter was a typical example of 
a poor benighted woman who had swal- 
lowed hook, line and sinker the religious 
poppycock handed out by those who, 
calling themselves representatives of 
the Living God, try to tell American 
people that if they do not believe an old, 
false tale known to every pagan religion 
thousands of years before the time of 
Christ, they will all be damned. Quite 
naturally if such a philosophy as that 
is advocated, one will expect actions 
such as the actions of the good sister in 
the auditorium that night. Just think 
what heaven would be like with a few 
thousand old ladies like that in it. Just 
think of the childish picture of God 
sending his spirit upon these thousands 
of women and men and causing them 
to act as this good sister acted. 

I have said time and time again, and 
I repeat here, that if the story told by 
the Christian church is true, it has noth- 
ing to fear from me, but if it is not 
true, it has plenty to fear, because I 
am going to tell the American people 
the truth of the matter and their own 
good common sense will teach them 
whether they should accept this cruci- 
fied God theory or not. Before I get 
through, I am going to put the church 
on record and I am going to either make 
it prove the truth of its theory or I am 
going to make it admit that it can not 
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prove its story. Then if it admits that, 
of course, people will peg it for what it 
is and will leave it alone more in the 
future than it ever did in the past. This 
world is hungry for the truths of God. 
There is no question about that but no 
more can long-haired preachers or 
pious priests come to this world with a 
Bible in one hand and offer it a stone 
for an egg with the other hand. Man 
has progressed to such a state now 
when for the first time in his history, 
he is beginning to think and use his 
reason where religion is concerned. 

Science gives us absolute facts, prov- 
able facts and why should not religion 
do the same thing. What right has any 
priest or preacher to come to you or to 
me with a theory that lacks proof and 
ask us to risk our whole soul’s future 
salvation, when they never could begin 
to prove the truth of their story, and 
when they know that the story traced 
to its origin is nothing more nor less 
than old heathen and pagan tradition 
and superstition in its palmiest days, 
it never was anything else than that. 

This new picture of God is drawing 
people by the thousand to it. I am only 
sorry this morning that I am not so 
situated that I could give away my 
teaching free of all cost to the millions 
of people who are hungry for it. That 
can not be at the present time, for ad- 
vertising costs money, our overhead is 
very heavy and the strain upon the 
founder of this Movement is also heavy, 
consequently it must be placed upon a 
solid financial footing. However, the 
time will come when the teaching of this 
Movement can be given away at a very 
small cost to these millions of people who 
are unable to pay for it now. Some man 
or woman will rise up in the future who 
will make it possible for me to publish 
my teaching in book form at such a low 
price that everyone can receive it and 
when that happens, this will be a differ- 
ent world, for instead of millions of peo- 
ple believing in an old pagan supersti- 
tion, millions of people will believe in 
and find the dynamic Power of the Spirit 
of God, which power exists today for 
the Spiritual and material uplifting of 
the human race. 

Just before my period on KNX, which 
is at 7:30 every Sunday night, some 
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preacher is on the air. My little boy 
Alfred listened to him last Sunday 
night. Right after I got through at 7:45 
another religious outfit came on the air 
and Alfred listened to that also. By the 
way, that is a wonderful spot I have on 
KNX right in between those two ortho- 
dox preachers. Well, anyway, after the 
three programs were over, I turned to 
Alfred and said, “Which of those three 
programs, Alfred, would you rather be- 
lieve in?” Without one moment’s hesita- 
tion, he turned around to me and said, 
“Well, daddy, I certainly do not believe 
that religious balogney about God being 
crucified for the rest and about me be- 
ing born in sin.” Now, if the mind of an 
eleven-year-old child can reason like 
that I am saying to you that the future 
of this race is very hopeful, but if the 
present church story is allowed to be 
preached and if the true picture of God 
is not given to the world, then the world 
will be plunged into greater disastel 
than it has ever seen to date. 

Of course, the church can not under- 
stand why I can talk and write in this 
way. The preachers are not broad 
minded enough to say that there might 
be a far bigger picture of God than that 
embodied in the story of Jesus Christ. 
They cannot conceive of anyone know- 
ing anything about God who is not a 
member of their organization. Well, to 
me, to belong to an orthodox church is 
but an evidence of either dishonesty or 
inability to think and reason. 

We do not need the story of any cru- 
cified God to reveal the power of the 
Living God to men and women today. 
What is the matter with us? Are we not 
capable of reasoning for ourselves? Are 
we not capable of thinking? Why 
should we allow some preacher or priest 
to prescribe a bottle or religious medi- 
cine for us? If we do this, we should 
demand absolute proof of the story. 
This proof, of course, no church has 
ever been able to submit. It says believe 
or be damned and the poor benighted 
people who are incapable of thinking 
for themselves or who have not cast all

crucified saviors long before the time 
of Christ. 

I won't take the time here to go into 
the origin of the story, but it is of 
heathen origin and it is a pagan story 
and is so full of contradictions and utter 
impossibilities that in no sense of the 
word can it possibly be true. Yet poor 
benighted Americans go wending their 
weary way to their church houses Sun- 
day after Sunday and listen to ten thou- 
sand ideas of God expounded by ten 
thousand different preachers, and only 
on one point do they agree and that is 
that they must believe their story or be 
damned. Well, thank God the world is 
discarding that idea and is grasping 
a far more logical and sane explanation 
of God than has ever been given to 
date. As this picture of God comes 
and men and women find out 
that they do not have to believe 
such tommyrot as that, life takes 
on a new beauty. The presence of 
God becomes a very close and real thing 
to all of us. Instead of having to go and 
pay some priest to wipe out our sins 
or instead of having to go to some 
preacher and tell him what you have 
done, we just simply live in the sunshine 
of the Spirit of God and, of course, liv- 
ing in these conditions, we have very 
little use for either priest or preacher. 
They are quite superfluous to our re- 
ligious experience and with all Chrish- 
nas and Buddhas and all the rest of this 
stuff out of the way, man is standing 
on his feet surrounded by the might, 
the grace and the peace which caused 
this Universe to be created in the first 
place and which moment by moment 
sustains it. 

It is no wonder to me that we turn 
thousands of people away wherever we 
go. It is no wonder to me that priests 
and preachers get up on their ears when 
they hear Frank B. Robinson is coming 
to town, because they are afraid of the 
message being taught by the founder of 
this Movement. This Movement will 
upset orthodox theology and it will show 
American people the truth of the story. 
It will very effectively disclose the fact 
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that what has been given to men and 
women by priest and preacher as the 
truths of God are nothing more nor less 
than old pagan religious fairy stories. 
What a blessed thing that will be for 
the world. Oh yes, there will be certain 
pain accompanying the birth of the 
new vision of God and many old reli- 
gious professors will have the wool 
torn from their eyes in no uncertain 
manner, but just the same, the vast 
multitude of people will grasp instan- 
taneously the very moment it is pre- 
sented to them this new vision of God. 
With the new vision comes an utter 
absence of fear. We are not afraid of 
priest, preacher, pope, bishop or church 
council. Threats of hellfire and damna- 
tion no longer terrorize us for in the 
new vision of God, we bask in the sun- 
light of Love of God and basking in this 
sunlight, we get the clear picture of 
life with all tremendous possibility when 
a life is in tune with the author of life, 
who is God. 

The churches say to me, “What are 
we going to do with all these buildings 
we have? Are we going to tear them 
down?” My reply is, “Most certainly 
not, but change your picture of God 
from old obsolete fairy story into a true 
picture of God which men and women 
can grasp and you can depend upon it 
that when that is done, you will have 
no trouble in filling your churches, nor 
will you have any trouble in paying 
your preachers’ salaries, nor will you 
have trouble meeting your legitimate 
obligations.” 

When the church is able to bring 
to men and women the vital truths of 
God which can be accepted by men and 
women, then you can depend upon it 


that men and women will be very fast 
to grasp such truths. Herein lies the 
success of this entire Movement. First 


of all it teaches the vital truths of God, 
the truths of a real God.

The founder of 
course, must deny al 
ulate conception, virgin 
fixion, and atonements because there 
have been so many of them that he 
wouldn’t know which to believe, so he 
must deny them all. Even though these 
are denied, that does not enter in where 
the facts of God are concerned, for this 
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great Spirit as it exists today never 
has had anything to do with stories of 


crucifixions and that sort of stuff. God 
exists, there is no question about that 
but instead of existing in the negative 
manifesting through the life of a man 
two thousand years ago, He exists and 
manifests through the life of 
created individual today. Now you let 
the world grasp that picture and you 
let the individual life absorb that stun- 
ning fact and you have given men and 
women a hope which never can be 
downed although all the priests and 
preachers in the Universe try to down it. 

Strange as it may seem, the Ameri- 
can people instantly respond to a picture 
of God like this. In the Trinity Audi- 
torium, I asked every man and woman 
in the house who wanted to know more 
of the power of the Spirit of God to 
stand up and instantly, almost two thou- 
sand people arose and it was the great- 
est manifestation of a God-hunger that 
[ have ever seen. There doesn't exist a 
preacher or priest or evangelist who 
can accomplish what was accomplished 
there in fifteen seconds. Suppose we 
would have had some old evangelist 
preaching hell fire and damnation. How 
many people do you think he would 
have gotten to their feet? If he had got- 
ten a dozen he would pat himeslf on the 
back and think what a wonderful 
preacher he was. Yet in that auditorium 
that night was demonstrated more of 
the Power of the Spirit of God than was 
demonstrated in all the churches in Los 
Angeles covering the past year. 

Under no circumstances would I ever 
write or ever say one single thing which 
would purposely hurt the tender mind 
of a child and vou may depend upon it 
that when I tell you that the entire story 
of the Godship of Christ is fiction, it is 
fiction. This can be proven without any 
shadow of doubt to any fair-minded 
body of men and women in the United 
States. The church has no evidence tu 

ubstantiate what it is preaching, while 
the evidence against it is absolutely 
overwhelming. It is useless to quote 
from the apostle Paul or any of the 
four gospels in attempting to substan- 
tiate the story, for that isn’t evidence. 
The evidence must come from the out- 
side for that is where I get my evidence 


, 
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against the truth of the story. Until the 
church can (and it never will be able to) 
produce evidence of the truth of its 
story, that story is on its way to its own 
eternal doom. Years ago we had lots of 
Billy Sundays and Moodys floating 
around the country preaching 
they called the gospel. People know that 
story from top to bottom. They know it 
by heart and their own intelligence and 
reasoning faculties compel them to deny 
it. Jam not trying to blow up the church; 
it will blow itself up if it is not careful, 
What I am interested in is in bringing 
to the people a new vision of God, which 
is my picture and which comes nearer 
to being the true picture than the church 
has ever had to date. Preachers may 
scoff and sneer at me, of course; they 
may try to undermine me, of course; 
they may try to pick holes in me person- 
ally, of course; but all that gets them 
nowhere and in the final analysis, it 
isn’t the man but the message, and if 
this message of mine is true, which it 
is, then, of course, the world will accept 
it and, of course, there is nothing that 
organized religion can do to stop this 
new flood of spiritual power from mani- 
festing in human lives. 

Now, before this magazine reaches 
you, I shall have probably held another 
series of lectures in Seattle. The same 
response will be manifested in that city 
as was manifested in Los Angeles. I 
haven’t been devoting much time to 
public speaking, for my time has been 
tied up in Moscow, but I intend this fall 
to go into every large city in the United 
States and when that is done and when 
hundreds of thousands of people have 
seen me personally and have heard my 
message, you can depend upon it that a 
sizeable hole will have been made in 
orthodox religion. As the story of this 
new truth spreads and as hundreds of 
thousands of people accept the Power 
of the Spirit of God which comes 
through the understanding of this phil- 
osophy, the United States may be a 
changed country. All it needs today and 
all it has ever needed is a new vision of 
God. It needs to exchange the old East- 
ern traditions for an up-to-date Amerl- 
can picture of God good enough for 
American people. It needs to change the 
God of negative Power for a God of 


what 
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positive Power. It needs to exchange it 
hopes for a home in heaven for a hope 
of a home with God down here. In the 
final analysis, if the Power of God can 
not be manifested here on this earth 
here and now, there is no God which 1 
can admit for one instant. 

The greatest stumbling block in the 
path of the progress of the teachings 
of the Spirit of God is and has always 
been the church. Its intentions, of 
course, are good and it can not under- 
stand how a man like myself can have 
any other picture of God unless we ob- 
tain that picture through their peculiar 
philosophy, but the Spirit of God is not 
tied down by the teaching of any denom- 
ination, as a matter of fact, it operates 
in spite of them all. There is not in exis- 
tence today one single religious organ- 
ization that has any monopoly on the 
truths of God, nor does there exist any 
religious organization built upon the 
story of Jesus Christ as God which can 
possibly have any Spiritual Truth in it, 
for the story of Jesus Christ is not the 
tory of God. It may be the story of the 
old pagan God Yahveh, but even that 
God is not the ruling power behind this 
Universe at the present time and never 
was. Some of the preachers razz me 
pretty heavy, for denying the Messiah- 
ship of Jesus Christ and yet there isn't 
a Jew in the United States who believes 
it. Why not razz them too? 

No, my friends, this is a big job that 
I have set myself to do but believe it or 
not, it is a job which is being accom- 
plished. If I live another ten years, 
America as a nation will have absorbed 
a new, logical, sane, sensible definition 
of God and men and women on the 
street will be able to continue life in and 
by and through that mighty God-Power 
and doing this they will know some- 
thing of the fullness of the beauty of 
a life lived in tune with the Infinite. 
In such a life, there can be no limita- 
tions of any kind for the power of God 
is absolutely limitless. Such a life can 
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ideal and through the Power 


1 own 


of the existing Spirit of God can bring 
that ideal into reality. So, you see in the 
final analysis, all I am doing is pre- 
senting to men and women a Universal 
picture of a Universal God which is 
what the whole world is dying for. 

If there are any of my students or any- 
one else reading this who have finances 
they do not need and who want to help 
get behind this Movement and put it 
over in a big way, please get in touch 
with me. I shall accomplish my purpose 
before I am through anyhow without 
any material help of any kind other 
than that thrown to me by the Power 
of the Spirit of God. I am not asking 
anyone for anything unless such a man 
or woman is led by the Spirit of God 
to place behind me unlimited funds, for 
that is all I need to take all charges off 
my books and teaching and to make 
them available to everybody. Slowly we 
are coming to the place where that will 
happen, but it will happen that much 
faster if some man or woman of sub- 
stantial material means will help me 
a little bit in spreading this gospel of 
the Power of God. 

The week end just closed was the 
largest week end this Movement has 
ever seen and if this keeps up, it will 
not be very long until I am able to do 
what: I want to do. Now, in the mean- 


time, I want all my thousands and 
thousands of friends and students and 
followers tó remember to turn your 
thoughts to Moscow at nine o'clock 


Pacific Standard time every night. Send 
to me thoughts of Power and thoughts 
of abundant material supply to do any- 
thing I want to do. If you will do that, 
as you are doing now a good many of 
you, of course, and if you will keep it 
up, we will draw this whole United 
States closer to God than it has ever 
been before. To those thousands of you 
whom I have met personally, I send my 
very best wishes and say, “God Speed.”

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THE RADIO SITUATION 


As our students probably know, “Psy- 
chiana” programs are heard over KNX 
every Sunday night at 7:30. These pro- 
grams will be continued on KNX in- 
definitely and I have this assurance 
from the owner of the station. 

Quite naturally the orthodox religion- 
ists take serious objection to these pro- 
grams. They want plenty of religious 
freedom themselves, but do not seem to 
want to allow anyone else the same free- 
dom. This has always been the case 
with the church though, and as long as 
it lasts, I suppose it always will be. How- 
ever, KNX is one station which adopts 
the attitude that if one religious pro- 
gram goes on the air, another has the 
same right provided that it does not 
refer to any other denomination but 
just preaches its own religious philoso- 
phy. This is a fair, square and Ameri- 
can attitude to take and KNX should be 
complimented on this stand. 

This is the only radio station I need 
in the Northwest because it covers the 
entire Northwest and I think its returns 
are greater than the stations on any 
chain network combined. KNX is a 
beautiful station with beautiful men in 
charge and its fifty thousand watts of 
power pretty well cover the entire West. 

There is a little scheme on foot though 
whereby those opposed to my teaching 
will write letters and post cards to KNX 
asking that these programs be taken 
off the air. I do not think that KNX wil] 
do that, but at the same time, let’s show 
KNX that we have quite a few friends 
ourselves. I am going to ask every read- 
er of this magazine to write a letter to 
KNX telling this station how much the 
programs are enjoyed and congratulat- 
ing the station on its fairness in allow- 
ing both sides of the question of religion 
to be presented. Please do this now. 
Some of you may have written in before, 
but write a letter or post card to Sta- 
tion KNX and give them a little pat 
on the back because they certainly de- 
serve it. :

I shall ap- 
preciate this and so will the radio sta- 
tion. I shall thank you many times for 
helping me out in this little thing. 

As the years go by and as men and 
women think for themselves, this ortho- 
dox religious story is bound to die down 
and will finally disappear. Its place will 
be taken by a normal, natural and sane 
vision of God, which vision this world 
so much needs today. All denomination- 
alism and sectualism will be out of the 
picture and there will be one God wor- 
shipped by the whole world.

The fulness of Him that filleth all in 
all.—Eph. i. 23. 


A MAGNIFICENT, an overwhelm- 
ing conception—God filling all things up 
with himself so that there is no room for 
anything else! God, who is all in all; 
God, in whom all atoms, worlds, and 
beings live and move; God, in whom 
man lives; God, whose space and force 
surround, interpenetrate, and include 
the body of man, whose thought and 
wisdom enlighten the mind of man, 
whose justice gives law to the conscience 
of man, whose love rejoices the heart 
of man, and whose life surrounds, inter- 
penetrates, and includes the life of man 
—God is the transcendent theme of our 
meditation today. 

The theme being so vast, it will be 
wise for us to deal with it in detail—in 
fragments, so to speak. Let us, then, 
take up one by one the attributes of 
God. Seeing only one side of God at a 
time, as it were, we shall be sheltered, as 
Moses was, by cleft of rock and shadow 
of hand from the full blaze of the in- 
effable glory. 

Let us then say, first of all, that, since 
God is all in all—that is, is strictly in- 
finite—all the attributes of God are in- 
finite. Each attribute is coextensive with 
every other attribute. Where any one 
attribute exists, there every other at- 
tribute coexists with it. Where space 
exists, there power, thought, wisdom, 
beauty, truth, justice, love, exist; for 
all these are attributes of God, modes 
of the being of God.

God. Spinoza, the father of modern 
Scientific Philosophy, was, as Schleier- 
macher lovingly called him, “a God- 
intoxicated man.” He saw all things in 
God. And yet all that most men know, 
or rather mis-know, about him is that 
he granted just two attributes to God— 
extension and thought. Granted? Why, 
the man lived in God; to him God was 
all in all. What he did say was this: 
“God, being infinite, lives in infinite 
modes; and two of these modes are ex- 
tension and thought.” Out of the infinite 
number of modes he selected these two, 
simply because they are not only so 
closely related to man’s own existence, 
experience, and thought, but also be- 
cause on these two modes, as foundation, 
he builds his scheme of the universe. 
The mind demands the origin of the 
visible universe; that is, demands some- 
thing for that universe to rise out of. 
But the mind also demands that that 
something shall itself be unoriginated, 
as otherwise thought would find no rest- 
ing place. Two postulates will forever be 
essential to any system of thought: 1. 
Unoriginated Substance; 2. Unorigin- 
ated Space. On these as basis the whole 
universe can be constructed. If with 
Spinoza we consider space an essential 
attribute of substance, then Unorigin- 
ated Infinite Substance is the one all- 
sufficient postulate, which, being grant- 
ed, the origin of the visible universe is 
only a question of detail. 
Our one postulate, then, is Unorigin- 
ated Infinite Substance; in other words, 
our one postulate is God. This mighty 
postulate once granted, all things, be- 
gs, Worlds, are modes of motion of 
his Spirit. The material universe is 
fated or uniform motion: the spiritual 
universe is free or independent motion. 


| 
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In God alone do all things find their 
true substance. 

There are other good reasons why, 
in our analysis of the attributes of God, 
we should begin, as Spinoza did, with 
pace. Space is the first attribute of 
God of which the infant mind becomes 
conscious. Indeed, we may say’ it is the 
one attribute of God of which all organ- 
isms are more or less conseious. The 
reason why the commonest minds know 
something about space is that they have 
a vast organic inheritance of space-per- 
ceptions behind them. Other organisms 
have labored, and they have entered 
into their labors. It is well, therefore, to 
begin where experience begins. 

There are, however, difficulties on the 
threshold of our examination, which 
completely block the way if they were 
not got rid of. The first class is the 
besetment of ordinary kinds. There is 
an absurd notion floating about that 
space exists of itself, independently of 
any being whatever. God, therefore, I 
suppose, in the far past found space 
conveniently lying round, and wisely 
made use of it for creative purposes. 
There must therefore be two indepen- 
dent existences—God and space; for 
there would be no room for creation if 
space did not kindly lend itself to his 
design. Or, perhaps, the two high con- 
tracting parties agreed on equal terms, 
one to create and the other to find room 
for creation. 

The mere verbal statement of the 
logical outcome of these vague notions 
Is enough to show their absurdity. 

The other class of difficulties besets 
more thoughtful minds. When a clever 
man has thought himself into a fog 

about space, he is apt to imagine him- 
self quite a metaphysician, especially 
If he can repeat some perfectly unintel- 
ligible formula about space. 

E To quote a familiar unintelligibility, 
Space is a form of thought.” Now, 

thought is a mode of motion. Human 

thought is a mode of motion of the hu- 
man brain, corresponding to and ac- 
companying a motion of the human 

Spirit. But motion of a snowflake is not 

the snowflake; it is a state of snowflake. 

Therefore the expression, “Space is a 

form of thought,” is equivalent to this 

other, “Space is a state of human brain.” 
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If, then, you really mean that space is 
state of the small human brain, whose 
pace-filling cavity is only a few cubic 
inches, this is not simply absurdity; it 
is delirium. 

If, however, vou say, “Space is the 
form of thought”—meaning by the form 
the mould in which all thought is, of 
necessity, cast—you, have stated a great 
ruth, no longer a piece of metaphysical 
moonshine 
If, again, you say, “Space is a form 
of the thought of God,” this is no longer 
an absurdity; it is only a confusing of 
two coexistents, infinite attributes of 
God—extension’. and thought. God's 
thought, being infinite, is coextensive 
with God's space. 

So much for, these two classes of dif- 
ficulty. There are signs abroad that they 
are both steadily diminishing. Ordinary 
minds are being educated into an awe- 
struck sense of the immensity of space; 
and thoughtful minds are becoming 
weary of the endless treadmill of bad 
definition, mounted upon which a man 
can keep on walking upward forever 
without rising a single inch. 

I had gone thus far when I was sum- 
moned from my desk by a friendly visit 
from a book-agent. Silver and gold had 
I none, but what I had I gave. I showed 
him a grand sun-spot in the telescope. 
He was evidently deeply impressed, and 
suddenly burst forth with this: “The 
one thing that overawes and over- 
whelms me is the infinity of space! 1 
can't take it in'” When a book-agent is 
overawed, it is a note of advance all 
along the line. 

3ut to proceed. Space is the necessary 
substratum upon which, as foundation, 
all things stand. As all motion is per- 
formed in time, so all existence takes 
place in space. 

Here it is essential to sweep away at 
once the ten thousand illusions which 
beset thoughtful minds when they first 
begin to think about space. We con- 
stantly hear such expressions as these: 
“Thought requires no space;” “Feelings 
have no space-relations.” The act of 
thought or emotion, we are told, is pure- 
ly spiritual—meaning by “spiritual” 


a 


something that has no space-relations 
at all. Now, no entity exists that has no 
space-relations; each and every part of 
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every being is always and everywhere 
related to space. 

Thought in the human body is a wave 
vibration; and a wave vibration must 
be of something, and ppt nothing. No 
matter whether of brain and nerve, or 
of something ineffably finer, which cor- 
responds to an archangel's thought as 
these do to man's thought—always and 
everywhere thought will be a particular 
state of a being who is wholly immersed 
in space-relations. 

Christianity has always believed in 
the spiritual body—that is, in the con- 
tinuance of natural and intelligible 
space-relations in the life beyond death. 
Uf, however, we take it for granted the 
possibility of pure bodiless finite spirit, 
that purely bodiless spirit will be as 
completely immersed in space as rock, 
plant, animal, or man—will have as per- 
fect space-relations with the All and 
with each finite thing as if it were a ball 
of iron. As an example of moonshiny 
thinking, I take an instance from a 
really fine modern thinker. “We might 
as well talk,” he says, “of pure spirit 
being white or black or green as speak 
of it being either here or there.” This 
is simply idealism gone mad: and it is 
not too much to say that no scientific 
metaphysics will ever be possible to 
minds that have not got rid of these 
prescientific notions. 

In the deepest sense, then, we may 
say that Space is The All, including 
within itself all forms of being, all mat- 
ter, all spirit, and all manifestations of 
both matter and spirit; and Space, to 
all alike, is that underlying reality with- 
out which none of them would be con- 
ceivable. 

To the archangel—that is, to the fullv 
developed man—Space is the Presence 
of God, the fulness of Him that filleth 
all in all, in whose fulness are included 
all power, all beauty, all intelligence, all 
truth, all tenderness. 

This stupendous thought—the great- 
est that a finite mind can grasp—is just 
dawning on the mind of man. He has 
begun to behold the rising light who sees 
that there is no such thing as empty 
space. From this he can proceed to con- 
struct his universe. 

The child first learns that the earth 
is a sphere eight thousand miles thick. 
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che man all his life long is busied in 
filling up this conception, until at last 
each inch of that sphere is seen to be 
full of power and wonder and beauty. 
Oceans and continents, mountains and 
valleys, tropic splendors and icy poles, 
forests of a thousand woods, flowers of 
myriad hues, marts and cities and 
homes of men, steamships ploughing 
through the mighty deep, trains rush- 
ing across the continents, wires flash- 
ing their electric message—all the in- 
conceivable variety of human life—all 
this he sees on its surface alone; while 
beneath his feet, his thought penetrates 
below the roots of the mountains to that 
hidden ocean of living fire which the 
eye of no man shall ever see. 

Just so the first lesson for man as a 
child to learn is that space is infinite; 
that he can send his thought onward 
forever and ever in every direction, and 
still find himself in the very center of 
things. Developed man is to fill up this 
skeleton conception with all worlds and 
beings that are—with galaxy after gal- 
axy filled with light and life; with des- 
tinies innumerable in trillions and tril- 
lions of planetary homes; with power, 
justice, wisdom, truth, and love vindi- 
cating themselves everywhere, in every- 
thing; while through all, above all, 
around all, and in all shine the light, 
life, and glory of the One Eternal, in 
whom are all things and by whom all 
things consist. 

II. The power of God is infinite, and 
is coextensive with space and with all 
the other attributes of God. 

All space is powerful space. There 15 
no such thing as a powerful vacuum. 
Empty space is an empty phrase. 1 here 
is no cubic inch of empty space in the 


whole universe. Take a cubic inch o 
space midway between the sun aní 
Sirius. Through that cubic inch e 


light and heat of Sirius pass. Let us 
analyze the beam by the spectroscope, 
and see what this means. Beginning at 
the ultra-red end of the spectrum, let 
us start with the invisible heat-waves. 
The longest of these we may cal 
1/30,000 of an inch in length—that is, 
our cubic inch will contain 30,000 such 
Waves. Omitting all delicate gradations 
of half-waves, quarter-waves, and 80 
on, we will consider the next group to 
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be those waves of which there are 30,001 
to the inch, and the next 30,002, and so 
on. Each group of waves is present in 
the cubic inch at the self-same instant, 
and each passes through without the 
least interference from the other. When 
we arrive at 40,000 to the inch, we are 
well inside the visible red; and we must 
keep adding 40,001, 40,002, etc., to our 
series of waves. At 50,000 to the inch 
we are in the center of the visible spec- 
trum, and keep on adding, remember- 
ing all the while that the yellow and 
green waves are wholly independent of 
the red. At 60,000 to the inch we are in 
the violet, and keep on adding as before. 
At 70,000, 80,000, 90,000, 100,000, we 
obtain wave-lengths in the ultra-violet, 
invisible chemical waves, each group 
being completely present in the cubic 
inch, and each being absolutely inde- 
pendent of all the rest. At last we have 
obtained a fair notion of the number of 
waves which are present in our cubic 
inch at the self-same instant from Sirius 
alone; that is, if we consider Sirius to 
be a simple tiny point of flame instead 
of being a mighty globe millions of miles 
in diameter, each square inch of whose 
surface sends forth a series of such 
waves. At the same instant there 
present in the cubic inch a similar series 
of waves from every square inch of 
Arcturus, each wave of which does not 
interfere in the slightest degree with 
the waves of Sirius; also from Vaga, 
( anopus, Regulus, and the six thousand 
stars visible to the naked eye, and the 
twenty million stars visible in a great 
telescope. Also from the innumerable 
planets, whose faint light no telescope 
is fine enough to catch, a series equal 
in number to those of Sirius is present 
at the same instant in that same cubic 
inch. But how long is that instant? As 
light travels 190,000 miles in a second, 
this inconceivable series is changed into 
an entirely new series twelve billion 
times a second. Space is empty! But this 
is only one set of space-relations. 
Through that inch the gravitating re- 
lations of Sirius with the whole universe 
in a straight line beyond that inch pass; 
and you must prolong that gravitating 
line to infinity for Sirius alone. Then a 
similar line for Arcturus, Vega, and the 
twenty millions of suns in our galaxy, 


is 
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and the billion planets, and the un- 
counted nebule, and the infinite num- 
ber of atoms of star-dust. Through that 
inch all this passes simultaneously ; and 
at every instant a different line is 
drawn, as each of these trillions of ob- 
jects moves on its destined course. Each 
change in a star quintillions of miles 
away is instantly, without any time in- 
terval whatever, reported in that inch, 
so that the movement of the whole uni- 
verse incessantly registers itself inside 
that inch. If an archangel, after millions 
of years of study, could thoroughly 
know what goes on in that inch, we 
might say that he knew the universe. 
The exactness of God is in that inch. 
Not a single one of this infinite num- 


ber of results registers itself there 
wrongly, either as to quality or quan- 
tity. 


The economy of God is in that inch— 
not one vibration lost; not a single wave 
that does not produce its full effect; 
not an ounce of gravitation wasted. 

The beauty of God registers itself in 
that inch. Apply, in imagination, a mi- 
croscope magnifying trillions of diam- 
eters to that inch. Imagine each light- 
wave illumined, each with its appropri- 
ate color; each mingling with every 
other, with infinite perfection of shape 
and curve; each running through each, 
without displacement, confusion, injury, 
or loss: and if the watching of sunlight 
or moonlight in its play upon the count- 
leıs waves of lake or ocean be indescrib- 
ably beautiful, what would such a sight 
as this be? The beauty of God is infiinte, 
and is coextensive with space. 

The love of God is in that inch. To 
whose eyes do these light-waves bring 
messages of cheer? To whose heart does 
day utter speech? To whose mind doth 
night show knowledge? Who inhabit 
the worlds that gravitation holds to- 
gether? In a word, for whose sake is 
all this done? Out of the infinite num- 
ber of acts of power that pass through 
that inch (and in that inch we may 
well say that the whole universe regis- 
ters itself at each moment), not a single 
one can be detected which is for the ben- 
efit or advantage of God. All, without ex- 
ception, are acts of bounty to his finite 
children. The love of God is infinite, and 

is coextensive with space. The devout 


medieval man knelt in awestruck 
ecstasy before the throne of God. 
Around that throne the archangels 
stood, rank above rank. Around that 
throne wheeled the host of suns and 
stars. From thence, through the realms 
of space, flew thick and fast the arrows 
of his will. From thence he ordered all 
things in heaven and earth; and yet not 
Saint Bernard himself, in highest rap- 
ture of devotion, could conceive, as sit- 
ting on that throne, as much power, 
wisdom, beauty, and benignity as dwells 
in one single inch of space. 

lil. The exactness of God is infinite, 
and is coextensive with space and all 
the other attributes of God. 

The Archangel Mathesis forever 
stands at the right hand of the throne of 
God. She claims it, not simply as her 
right, but as her duty, to calculate all 
of his wondrous ways that are calcul- 
able. Reverently, with folded wings, but 
firmly, standing on her feet, and look- 
ing with undazzled eye into the very 
blaze of the everlasting glory, on tablets 
of steel, with pen of adamant, she fore- 
casts the results of the exactness of 
God. She claims as her own motion. 
thrill, and throb of every atom of mat- 
ter in the universe. She foretells the 
fated course of the stars. She predicts 
the result of every heave of the mighty 
forces imprisoned in the bosoms of the 
worlds. No quiver of a leaf, no sparkle 
of a wave, no gleam of color in the tin- 
iest flower, no throb of sunlight, moon- 
light, starlight, escapes her. Every bone, 
muscle, nerve, blood corpuscle, every 
hair-tip, every invisible molecular 
change in every plant and animal, pays 
tribute to her. No blush of a maiden’s 
cheek, no thought in a sage’s brain, no 
thrill of inspiration in a prophet’s heart, 
no ecstasy of worship in the rapt saint’s 
inmost soul, can claim complete exemp- 
tion from her all-per yading scrutiny. 
She calculates the power of every heart- 
beat, the exact amount of tissue used 
up in each single thought, and knows 
that no life-change, however sublime 
it be, can ever go on without her. The 
whole realm of fate is her province: and 
fate, she knows, is the adamantine base 
on which all finite freedom must be 
built. And to man she saith, “Thy wis- 
dom is to know this: on this stone build

house of thy life; for if it fall upon 
ee, it will grind thee to powder.” 

IV. The economy of God is infinite, 


and is coextensive with space and with 
all the other attributes of God. 
The science of the last hundred years 
is one long comment on this mighty 
text. The eighteenth century discovered 
that matter can not be destroyed. Th 
nineteenth century discovered that force 
can not be destroyed. The twentieth will 
discover that mind can not be destroyed. 
No single atom of matter in all the 
starry spaces was ever lost; nay, no 
atom has ever lost a trillionth part of 
its potency. No unit of force was ever 
lost. Unbroken, undiminished, it keeps 
acting on the universe for ever and 
ever. In all the starry spaces no mind 
was ever lost; it keeps living on in the 
midst of God for ever and ever. Today 
we believe, tomorrow we shall know— 


“That nothing walks with aimless feet; 
That not one life shall be destroyed, 
Or cast as rubbish to the void, 4 

When God hath made the pile complete 


Emerson said that it must be possible 
to make such a statement of religion as 
would make all scepticism ridiculous. 
We are fast arriving at this. Certainly, 
we are already able to make a statement 
concerning infinite space that makes all 
scepticism about infinite space ridic- 
ulous. The proof that power is eoexten- 
sive with space makes all scepticism 
about infinite power ridiculous. A sim- 
ilar statement concerning that infinite 
exactness and economy which are co— 
extensive with space is becoming part 
of mathematics. Very soon we shall 
have a statement of infinite beauty, 
justice, and love which will equally 
make all scepticism about them also 
ridiculous. 

In the meantime never call a man an 
atheist who believes in and is greatened 
by one single attribute of God, who is 
awestruck with the immensity of space 
or ravished with the perception of in- 
finite beauty. It is a great thing even 
to believe that power is, and is a re- 
warder of those who diligently seek it. 

„The justice of God is infinite, 
and is coextensive with space and all 
the other attributes of God. 

Michael, the archangel of justice, 
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standing at the right hand of God, wit! 
the balances in his left hand and a 
drawn sword in his right, is the twin 
brother of Mathesis; for exactnes 11 

the material world corresponds to just- 
ice in the moral world. That which a 
man soweth, that shall he also reap. He 
who sows to the flesh shall to the flesh 
reap corruption, and he who sows to 
the spirit shall to the spirit reap life 
everlasting. 

The justice of God is everywhere, an! 
everywhere makes right might, makes 
wrong weak, makes selfishness stab it- 
self with its own hands. 

Daily the solar system travels through 
its millions of miles of space; yet no 
one ever saw one law either alter or 
grow weak. For the eternal law is equal- 
ly potent everywhere. 

But here comes a deeply-needed cau- 
tion. We are artificially dividing God 
into attributes. 

If you take a red glass, you will see 
the whole view red. Take a blue glass, 
and you will see the whole landscape 
just as well as before. Every tree, hill, 
and house is in the same relative posi- 
tion; it is simply colored differently. It 
was red; it is now blue. And so on of all 
the colors. 

Now, a red glass is red just because it 
lets the red rays through and stops the 
others. A blue glass is blue for the same 
reason. Only when you get a colorless 
glass—that is, one that lets all the rays 
through with equal facility—do you see 
the view as it really is in Nature, with 
its thousand hues of green and blue and 
gold. 

In a precisely similar manner we may 
behold the Divine Nature as through 
glasses of different hues. 

If we look at God through the red 
glass of justice, we shall see infinite 
space only under the color of justice. 
Star and system, each vast, each tiny 
life will be there, only seen through the 
monochromatic light of justice. There 
will still be due proportion to every 
thing, for God's justice is equally pres- 
ent in everything. All space will still 
be represented, for God's justice is co- 
extensive with God's space. Only, we 
must carefully bear in mind that we 
are excluding from our sight the tender 
shades that are equally present every- 
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where. We are deliberately making an 
artificial glare over everything. 

But someone may say, “But red and 
different 


vellow, green and blue, are 
from each other.” Yes; but they are 
simply different movements of the same 


element. The immense ocean of ether, 
which is in all space, is one; and red 
and green and blue are all waves of that 
one ocean, differing in breadth and 
height—that is all. 

Just so we must think of power, just- 
ice, wisdom in God as so many modes or 
attributes of his one infinite being. 

VI. The wisdom of God is infinite, 
and is coextensive with space and all 
other attributes of God. 

If an archangel had been given the 
problem, “Nothing but God completely 
filling all space with his presence; from 
this to show how universes of matter 
and finite mind can be created“ the 
archangel himself would have been 
baffled. 

How to make shore and boundary in 
the midst of the fathomless deep of 
God: how to build little local earth 
homes in the midst of limitless space; 
how to contrive that somewhere in the 
eaves of the temple of eternity the spar- 
row should find a house and the swallow 
a nest where she might lay her young; 
and that problem has been solved. 

Wisdom is that which conceives some 
mighty plan, in order to achieve some 
great object. The wisdom is shown in 
the perfect adaptation of the plan to 
the fulfillment of the object. Make no 
mistake here. Be sure you are thinking 
all wrong, if ever you attribute to your- 
self a power that the great universe has 
not. You yourself have some capacity 
to plan, have some power to adapt means 
to ends. What a surprising little person 
you would be if the whole galaxy were 
to stand astonished at the new revela- 
tion you made to it: no such thing had 
ever been seen before! It is true that 
God's plan in creation has not been un- 
derstood: and it is sadly true that most 
men seem to have lavished so much 
reverence on an unreal plan of creation 
that they seem to have none left for the 
real one. The old idea was that God made 
stars, suns, earths, plants, animals, and 
men out of nothing, just as they are. 


This thought has vanished to return 
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God himself is moon and sun. Oh, yes! 
they will take her at once. Swiftly they 
carry her to that blest place. But where 
is she? Why, she is standing in the old 
rickety attic. This is the very stove, 
these the tumble-down walls. Here 
each common thing that her past life 
wearied of so often. But, lo! wall and 
siove, chair and table, begin to shine, 
to grow transparent, to become part and
